A HIGH STABILITY VFO ANB PM EXCITER

Just about any amateur who en- 
joys building ham equipment for the 
pure sake of doing something with his 
own hands rather than buying ready- 
made equipment, usually finds himself 
getting into a "rut" sooner or later, 
He may turn all of his attention to 
homebrewing receivers, antennas, 
frequency meters, or many other pieces 
of ham equipment, any one of which 
being capable of giving the con- 
‘scientious experimentér a case of 
creeping frustration. Such proved to 
be the case of the author when he 
attacked the problem of arriving upon 
a suitable VFO design. About a year 
or so, ago, before the introduction 


gt the Clapp oscillator, much atten- 


ion had been given to the "Franklin 
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Oscillator". The results with this 
circuit were pretty gratifying and 
were described in a past issue of 
TARS. 

The introduction of the Clapp 
circuit provided new fuel for the 
fire, and an investigation of this 
circuit was started. After a few 
checks, it became evident that the 
claims made for the Clapp circuit 
could be substantiated. The circuit 
had good possibilities, and the 
problem that remained was adapting 
the circuit. to fit my particular 
needs. 

Having always had arig using 
a keyed crystal oscillator with its 
many advantages, perticularly for 
break-in operation, it seemed that 
no VFO could be practical unless it 
was capeble of being keyed without 
objectionable frequency shift or 
"Chirp" even on its ten meter har-— 
monic. The VFO circuit shown below 
seems to meet this requirement to 
avery high degree. W9GFS is prob-— 
ably the only person who has had 
the opportunity to make close listen 
ing checks for chirps or key clicks 
on ten cw. His report at the time 
of the checks was very favorable. 
Laboratory checks have aiso shown 
thet frequency shift with keying is 
at a minimum and compares closely 
to the keying qualities of proper- 
ly keyed crystal oscillator. Var- 
iation of oscillator plate voltage 
from 150 volts down to about 15 
volts, where oscillation apparently 
ceases, results in a variation in 
frequency of less than 100 cycles. 

Inspection of the circuit 
diagrams indicates that the circuit 
is conventional im most respects, 
except for the oscillator. A 6J6 
with both triodes connected in 
parallel is used instead of the 
Conventional single triode. This 
in effect doubles the mutual con- 
ductance of the tube and allows the 
use of much larger "swamping® con- 
densers than would be possible with 
a single triode, such as a 604. As 
a result two 1680 mmf silver mica 
condensers are used instead of the 
usual 1000 mmf value, which is 
about maximum for a conventional 
Clapp circuit. The higher mutual 
conductance achbeved in using a 
parallel connected 636 also allows 
the use of a higher L/C ration in 


the tank circuit. This also ig.a. three. - 


dcesircable i¢ature Srom the treq = 
uency stability standpoint in a 
Clapp oscillator as has been 

pointed out. by several publicetions 
discussing the theory of this osc-— 
jllator. The net result is an osc- 
illator in which frequency drift 

due to thermal changes in tube inter-. 
electrode capacities can be neglect— 
ed. In fact the change in frequency 
resulting. from wrapping one's haid 
around the 6J6 tube is barely 
noticeable. On the. other hand the 
relatively high L/¢G ration used: 

has apparently resulted in a VFO 
with a dynamic stabilty approaching 
that of a good crystal oscillator. 

‘A few extra pcrcautions were 
found to be necessary in getting 
optirum results from the unit shown 
below. Air trimmers only should be 
used for padding capecity to set the 
frequency range of the oscillator. 
Zero temperature varzable ceramic 
condensers should not be used?! 

A 100 mmf APC with a lock shaft is 
very appropriate for this purpose. 
~A good double bearing condenser is 
very satisfactory for the band- 
spread tuning function. A split- 
stator condenser, as has becn shown 
in QST, is not desirable for this 
purpose unless extreme care is 
taken in insulating the rotor shaft 
and confining the rf fresent on the 
ungrounded rotor shaft completely 
withing the tank shield can. Be 
sure to lay out the unit in straight 
forward fashion and not try to save 
‘space by building it around a cor- 
ner. This may lead to undesirable 
couping between the 6AG7 doubler 
stage and the oscillator resulting 
in decidedly bad cffects on the 
oscillator frequcncy stability as 
well as it's note. One final per- 
caution— a father high C tank cir- 
cuit should be used in the 6AG7 
doubler stage to realize high Q 

and consequent discrimination 
against undesireé oscillator harm- 
onics which will otherivse appear 
inthe VFO output. 

For those who are interé@sted 
in occasionally working a little 
phone, the schematic of the phase 
modulator unit is also shown as it 
is now used at WONEC. Basically,
